PLANS are being made to 
honour Newmarket’s finest 
racehorse in the town. 

Councillors proposed organ¬ 
ising a celebratory evening for 
Frankel, who was unbeaten in 14 
races, and his trainer Sir Henry 
Cecil, at a town council 
committee meeting on Monday. 

Frankel was voted Horse of the 
Year for the third year in a row at 
the Cartier Racing Awards 
following his final stellar 
performance at Ascot. 

Cllr Joy Uney, chair of the 
leisure services committee, said 
she had been approached by 
members of the public keen to see 
two of the town’s greatest 
treasures honoured in some way. 

Isabelle Barrett, town clerk, 
said: “This is something the 
council would like to see the 
racing establishment get involved 
with.” 

There have been calls in the 
town for a statue to be built of the 
champion colt. 

Jane Chapple-Hyam, a trainer at

Cadland Cottage Stables, said she 
would like to see a statue on the 
roundabout at the end of the High 
Street, as it would represent the 
yards in the same way the statue 
of the stallion at the other end of 
the town represents the stud 
farms. 

She said: “It would bring 
people into the town... we should 
get rid of those concrete balls on 
the roundabout; it would be nice 
to have Frankel up on a mound

there. He is the best thing that 
this country - and Europe - has 
had.” 

She added: “Newmarket is the 
HQ of racing, so the statue would 
have to be here, not somewhere 
like Ascot.” 

Four-year-old Frankel left his 
home at Warren Place last 
Thursday to return to Banstead 
Manor Stud, where he was born. 
He will begin his duties as a 
stallion next year. 

Trainer Sir Henry Cecil said 
when he left: “Today is a sad day 
in some ways for us as he has 
given us so much pleasure over 
the last three years. But I want to 
thank Frankel so much - for being 
such a very special part of my 
training career.”

He said: “I was always

Stickers adorned windows 
and posters on lamp posts 
as residents of Hill Close, in 
Newmarket, got together to 
declare the street off limits 
to uninvited callers. 

No cold-calling zones 
(NCCZs) were first 
introduced in the town in 
July 2010 and 11 streets 
have signed up since then, 
including Windsor Street, 
Halifax Way and Warrington 


Street. 

Cllr Bill Sadler, of Suffolk 
County Council and 
Newmarket Town Council, 
said a number of people 
had approached him at a 
street meeting about setting 
up a no cold-calling zone.

“Ken came to Norfolk 
with Susan seven years 
ago where they bought 
a house in Stratton 
Strawless, to be closer 
to his daughter, 
grandaughters, and 
Susan’s two sons and 
grandsons.” 

Mr Hobbins had been 
driving a black 
Mercedes estate which 
was in collision with a 
white DAF truck. He 
was pronounced dead 
at the scene of the 
accident. 

The driver of the lorry 
suffered minor injuries. 


A WOMAN has been arrested after teams of 
police officers swooped on four homes in 
Newmarket in the war on drugs. 

The 34-year-old woman was arrested for 
suspected money laundering and drug 
offences after a warrant was executed at 
around 2pm at an address on Exning 
Road.

Bunburys had 
top-class show 

Sir, During their 40 years of 
playing to Mildenhall audiences, 
which they will celebrate next 
year, it is doubtful if the Bunbury 
Players Amateur Dramatic Group 
have ever scored such a 
magnificent all-round success as 
with their three-day performance 
of Little Shop of Horrors performed 
in the Jubilee Centre from 
November 1 to 3. 

In a feedback questionnaire, their 
audiences were asked by director 
Becky Green and producer Darren 
Mather to say what they thought of 
the show, since the Bunburys are 
constantly seeking to improve in 
future productions. 

But having seen so many of their 
efforts over the years, this must 
clearly rank at the highest level, 
both in individual performances 
and in the support works 
involved in such an enormous 
production. 

From the very first scene, with their 
extremely clever use of the limiting 
stage, the impact was absolutely 
stimulating, with brilliant lighting 
and scenery coupled with a high- 
class level of performance, 
particularly in the singing, whether 
solos, duets or ensembles. 

The magnificent trio of Chiffon 
(Sam Bowker-Laing), Ronette (Katie 
Beckett) and crystal (Samantha 
Gallop) provided throughout a 
backing continuum of high-class 
skill. 

With shopkeeper Mr Mushnik 
(Darren Mather) and dentist Orin 
Scrivello (Darren Hitchings) at the 
top of their form, and the lesser 
parts all well played throughout, 
there were nonetheless two quite 
outstanding performances by 
Seymour (Damon Murray-Morrish) 
and, in her first ever show, Audrey 
(Terri Lea-Hunter) which 
deservedly gained enormous 
applause. 

Their efforts provided the core of 
this somewhat bizarre story of a 
man-eating plant! 

That ever growing plant, named 
Audrey II, which eventually 
consumed three of those 
principals, was a quite fantastic 
creation from its tiny start to the 


frightening finish, which required 
all of David Johnson's unseen but 
clearly heard voice and very clever 
hard work of five backstage 
puppeteers to make it a quite 
believably scary monster. 

As with many Bunbury shows, the 
whole two-hour show depended a 
great deal on the music! 

Here the performance was quite 
brilliantly enhanced by the Skid 
Row Band, with Luke Almond's 
tremendous keyboard talents 
backed up by Adam Chinery on 
guitar, Martin Corker on bass, and 
Alan Neale on drums, the group 
setting another very high standard 
for future shows. 

This amateur production of Little 
Shop of Horrors, from the book 
and lyrics by Howard Ashman, was 
presented by arrangement with 
Josef Weinberger, on behalf of 
Music theatre International of 
New York, with music by Alan 
Menken.

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World record is remarkable 
tale of the Windsor brothers

NINE brothers have 
posthumously scooped the 
honour for the largest number 
of siblings serving in World 
War Two. 

The Windsor boys - Albert, Jim, 
Harry, Arthur, Bill, Tom, Dick, Sid 
and Wally - all served their country 
during the Second World War and 
miraculously all of them survived. 

Albert’s son Bob found the 
Guinness World Record certificate 
earlier this year after he began 
researching his family tree in his 
retirement. 

Bob, 68, of Six Mile Bottom, near 
Newmarket, said: “It was really a 
Eureka moment. 

“The fact that none of them were 
killed was remarkable.” 

He said his family had drifted 
apart despite him growing up on 
the same street in Tottenham as 
three of his uncles. 

Bob’s first few efforts to find 
members of his family were 
fruitless but he eventually found an 
entry for a Wally Windsor which he 
said he just knew was the right 
man. 

He went to visit his uncle Wally, 
who was the youngest of George 
and Martha Windsor’s 16 children, 
and found the certificate. 

Bob said: “It makes me intensely 
proud. 

“The fact is this record is never 
going to be beaten.” 


The three eldest boys George, 
Charles and Albert served in the 
First World War and Bob said his 
father was so desperate to help the 
war effort that he enlisted on his 
18 th birthday. 

Sadly the second son Charles was 
killed in action on May 17, 1917, 
and was buried at Arras, in 
Northern France. 

Bob said their sad loss did not 
put the younger boys off joining up. 

He added: “When the Second 
World War came my father enlisted 
immediately and was subsequently 
followed by his brothers.” 

Bob said he thought the eldest 
boy George and tenth child Alfred 
were involved in key munitions 


production and could not be 
released to fight. 

Two of the girls Violet and May 
helped with war work. 

Bob said: “Having spent all these 
years having a family I didn’t really 
know, I think this is incredible.”

Chamber 
calling for 
focus first 

A BUSINESS network in 
Suffolk has spoken out about 
a government proposal for 
improving economic growth. 

Conservative politician Lord 
Michael Heseltine published a 
report last month calling for a 
major restructure of local 
government and devolution of 
power from Whitehall. 

One of the proposals would 
see £48bn of funding go from 
Whitehall to the regions 
through Local Enterprise 
Partnerships, including 
businesses and local councils. 

Dr Peter Funnell, president 
of the Suffolk Chamber which 
provides a voice for 
businesses in the county, said 
the review was “compelling” 
but warned the government 
should focus on what 
businesses actually need 
before committing to a 
government restructure. 

He said: “Ministers should 
think carefully before 
committing to a restructuring 
of government, and focus first 
on the key constraints facing 
the real economy: the 
availability of growth finance, 
practical help for our 
exporters, our creaking 
physical infrastructure, and 
an education and training 
system that fully addresses 
business requirements. 

“Government can best 
support enterprise by 
collaborating with business to 
get the basics right.”

Prison fails to care 
for inmates’ health 


A PRISON is failing to 
meet the care needs of 
its inmates, according 
to a care watchdog. 

HMP Highpoint, in 
Stradishall, near Haverhill, 
has failed to care for people 
and protect them from 
harm, a report by the Care 
Quality Commission said. 

CQC inspectors visited 
the prison unannounced in 
September to observe how 
people are being cared for, 
to check record and to talk 
to staff and patients. 

The report, published in 
October, found inmates 
were not always given their 
medicine properly and

sometimes weekly or 
monthly doses were given 
to patients to self 
administer. 

Inspectors found there 
was no pharmacist 
employed by the prison, 
although support was 
available from senior 
pharmacists employed by 
Care UK. 

They also said medical 
records were “inconsistent” 
and the use of the keys to 
the controlled drugs 
cupboard had not been 
correctly recorded. 

Healthcare at the prison 


has been provided by 
indepedent healthcare 
provider Care UK since 
September 2011. 

A spokesman for Care UK 
said: “Since then we have 
been working with 
commissioners and HMP 
Highpoint to improve the 
pharmacy processes in¬ 
herited from the previous 
provider. 

“A full review of the 
medicines management 
process was undertaken 
and this resulted in the 
creation of an in-house 
dispensing pharmacy and 
more efficient and robust 
ways of recording patient 


prescription and med¬ 
ication records. 

“We are working towards 
registering the pharmacy 
service with the General 
Pharmaceutical Council 
and we expect to achieve 
this accreditation in early 
2013. 

“Patient feedback for the 
changes we have made to 
the healthcare service at 
HMP Highpoint has been 
very positive.” 

The prison holds more 
than 1,300 inmates 
between two sites, HMP 
Highpoint North and 
South, which are separated 
by a road.

NHS trust boss 
hits back over 
affair rumours 


A HEALTH chief was forced to 
send an email to thousands of 
staff to deny rumours he was 
acting like ‘Dirty Den’ and having 
an affair. 

Aidan Thomas, 52, who earns 
£140,000-a-year as chief executive of 
Suffolk Mental Health NHS 
Foundation Trust, says he had to speak 
out to stop the “hurtful” allegations 
which he claims were started by a 
disgruntled employee. 

It is believed a member of staff 
started circulating the rumour because 
they were unhappy with the axing of 
500 jobs. 

Mr Thomas wrote an email to all his 
staff saying he was “sorry to 
disappoint” the rumour-mongers but 
his life was actually “mundane” and 
“boring” and he barely goes out - apart 
from the odd curry or end of the pier 
show. 

He said the rumour portrayed him as 
villain Dirty Den from EastEnders - but 
he is actually very faithful and 
attentive to his wife.

The health chief, who has been 
married to Sarah for 24 years, says the 
rumours have been “extremely 
damaging”. 

His email said: “Can I say from the 
start that some of the stories I have 
heard have been quite entertaining and 
have cast me in a role more akin to 
EastEnders than to running an NHS 
trust. 

“However, unlike Den Watts, my life 
is a bit more mundane than you might 
think.” 

After the email was made public, Mr 
Thomas thanked people for supporting 
him. 

He said: “Since I sent my letter to 
staff, I have been overwhelmed with 
scores of comments from colleagues 
who appreciate the stand I am making 
against malicious rumours. 

“I wish I’d acted sooner to prevent 
rumours getting out of hand, as they 
have been causing unnecessary stress 
for the other people who have been 
affected.”

Death crash cause 
to remain mystery

Accident investigator Pc 
Theron Pearman thought the 
two vehicles may have drifted 
into each other or that Mr 
Smithers may have been trying

Pc Pearman said he had 
found a spot in the left- 
hand drive lorry’s mirrors 
where Mr Cunderlik may not 
have been able to see the 
rider when he was close to the 
cab. 

The inquest heard that Mr 
Smithers was in collision with 
the front of the cab and the 
side of the lorry before he 
was hit by one of the trailer 
wheels. 

Mr Smithers also made 
contact with a following 
vehicle, but this did not cause 
further injuries. 

Deputy coroner Belinda 
Cheney recorded a verdict of 
accidental death, saying: “It is 
very close to impossible to 
determine how this accident 
took place.” 

Mr Cunderlik, a 50-year-old 
Slovak, who has been a driver 
for 32 years, was arrested after 
the accident, but was not 


prosecuted. 

Mr Smithers’ girlfriend 
Victoria Sharp said in a 
statement that she had been 
exchanging texts earlier in the 
day with Mr Smithers, who 
had been at the American 
cemetery with friends, but the 
messages stopped. 

She said: “The last thing he 
said was I love you.” 

Driver Amy Rowley was 
adamant the lorry had moved 
into the path of the bike. 

However Gerald MacDonald 
said he had overtaken the lorry 
because it was veering, but did 
not think it had crossed into 
the outside lane. 

He said: “The motorcycle 
seemed to be sucked into the 
side of the lorry.” 

Pc Pearman said he was 
unable to place where the 
collision happened. 

But he said it appeared that 
the un-laden lorry had either 
made a slight deviation into 
the rider or that both had 
drifted towards each other.

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I lost a leg at seven - but 
I'm one of the lucky ones

Laura Gore was let down by her artifical leg at a wedding 
- and decided to help amputees in Africa who can't, as 
she did, get a replacement from the NHS.

W ALKING across the packed 
dance floor, saying her 
goodbyes at a friend's 
wedding, Laura Gore suddenly felt 
her right leg give way. Crumpling to 
the floor, she tried to struggle to her 
feet - but the leg was like jelly, 
refusing to take her weight. 

"I literally couldn't get up - in the end, my 
husband Nathaniel had to pick me up and 
carry me. I don't think I've ever been so 
embarrassed . . . but as soon as the 
embarrassment died away, the main emotion I 
felt was anger - anger that I was in this 
situation in the first place. 

"I've worn an artificial leg since I was six 
months old. I knew this particular leg was 
getting old and it finally gave way: it just 
crumbled inside. 

"It was a weekend and I couldn't even get 
hold of a pair of crutches, so I was literally 
crawling for three days. 

"I couldn't make a cup of tea; I could drag 
myself into the kitchen and flick the kettle on, 
but I couldn't carry the mug. Without my leg, I 
was totally reliant on other people. 

"It brought home to me how life-changing it 
is to have an artificial limb. With my leg, I can 
do pretty much everything you can do; 
without it, I felt totally helpless." 

Born with a congenital deformity, Laura has 
used a prosthetic all her life. Dedicated to 
supporting other people with disabilities, she is 
now a programmes manager for overseas 
disability charity CBM, working on projects all 
over the world. 


The ethos of CBM is, Laura explains, not 
simply to give handouts: it's about 
empowering people to help themselves. "I was 
really inspired by a man called Henry, whom I 
met in Zimbabwe," she reflects. 

"He'd lost a leg too and, when CBM first 
met him, he was in a wheelchair, living with 
his parents and had little independence. 

"The charity gave him a loan, which he used 
to buy a sewing machine and start a tailoring 
business. The business took off so well, he was 
able not only to repay the loan, but also to buy 
himself an artificial leg. He now runs a 
successful business - and he can walk. 

"Seeing someone's life change so radically, 
and seeing it first-hand, is just amazing." 

Laura is so passionate about CBM that when 
she and Nat married in May she asked guests 
to make donations to the charity, which has its 
UK headquarters in Oakington. The donations 
totalled £1,000 - and every penny will go 
towards supplying prosthetic limbs for adults in 
the developing world. 

"The charity does far more than that, but 
obviously I have personal reasons for wanting 
to help amputees. The experience I had at that 
wedding - which left me without my leg - 
reminded me how lucky we are in this 
country: we have the NHS. It was a pain, but I 
was able to get a replacement limb; in Africa, 
it's a very different story." 

When Laura was born, in the early 80s, it 
was evident her right leg hadn't developed 
properly: she had a truncated thigh, a single 
calf bone and an incomplete foot, with only 
three toes. Her mum, Linda, suffered a 
sickness bug in the early stages of pregnancy, 
which doctors believe may have been the

cause. 

"In those days, they didn't scan during 
pregnancy like they do now, so my mum 
had no idea there was anything wrong until 
I arrived. The first thing anyone wants is for 
their baby to be healthy. 

"At that time, there was still a lot of 
stigma attached to congenital deformations: 
people were saying things like 'Will she be 
able to go to school?'... I also think my 
mum had a lot of guilt to deal with: she felt 
it was in some way her fault that I'd been 
born this way." 

Though doctors advised amputating the 
limb immediately, Linda was reluctant to 
rush into such radical surgery. "The first 
year of my life was spent going backwards 
and forwards to hospital. My mum didn't 
want to make any decisions until she had 
all the facts." 

Linda subsequently founded a support 
charity for children and adults with lower 
limb conditions: called Steps, it's now a 
nationwide organisation ( www.steps- 
charity.org.uk). She also wrote a book on 
the subject, informed by consultations with 
medical experts in the field. 

"She's an amazing person. To this day I 
don't know where she found the strength. 
My dad left when I was 1, so he was out of 
the picture, and I have a brother two years 
older than me - so she was a single parent 
to two small children. We also ended up 
homeless at one point, having to live with 
other people, but she just kept going." 

Fitted with her first prosthetic at just six 
months old, Laura was able to learn to walk 
at the same time as her peers. But, by the 
age of 7, it became clear the situation was 
untenable: "My foot no longer fitted inside 
an artificial leg. I would have had to get a 
special one made, with a slot for my foot to 
sit in, and that would have resulted in a 
funny lump part-way down my leg. 

"My mum wanted me to be involved in 
the decision about amputation and, by 7, I 
was starting to be more aware of my 
appearance: I didn't want to look 
different." 

Going in for surgery, Laura reacted to the 
anaesthetic and ended up unconscious for 
several days after the op. "I missed my 
birthday, which was the first thing I said 
when I woke up," she laughs. "I was also a 
bit thrown by my stump. It was really 
swollen and wrapped in so many bandages; 
I thought it was always going to be like 
that." 

Laura spent six months in hospital and a 
year and a half away from school. Making 
close friends with the other patients - 
including a girl with spinabifida, who died 
not long before Laura was discharged - she 
admits becoming a bit institutionalised: "I 
didn't want to get in a wheelchair or try the 
crutches. It took a lot of persuasion just to 
get me out of bed." 

But, thanks to her mum's unwavering 


support and her own determination, Laura 
slowly recovered and, fitted with a new 
prosthetic, eventually learned to walk again. 

Returning to school was another hurdle. 
Enduring name-calling at both primary and 
secondary school, Laura admits her teenage 
years were particularly tough. "Basically 
they'd make out I was thick, that along with 
my physical disability I was mentally 
impaired. 

"It did get to the point where I thought 
I'd never have a boyfriend, that nobody 
would ever want me. And when I first 
started dating, I told a guy about my leg 
and he dumped me immediately, which 
really knocked my confidence." 

As a small child, Laura can remember 
complete strangers recoiling in horror at the 
sight of her prosthetic. "My mum and I 
experienced some pretty horrific reactions, 
but I'm pleased to say things have come a 
long way in this country over the last 30 
years." 

Among other things, Laura says the 2012 
Paralympics was invaluable in shifting 
public perception: "The focus was on what 
people can do, not what they can't. I wish 
I'd had role models like Oscar Pretorius and 
Jonnie Peacock when I was growing up." 

Determined to live life to the full, Laura 
concedes she has a stubborn streak: "If 
someone tells me I can't do something, I set 
out to prove them wrong. Apart from cross¬ 
country, I did every sport at school; though 
I did most of them badly, I was really good 
at swimming. It gave me such a sense of 
freedom." 

Going on to study theology and religion 
at university (despite doctors' advice to 
avoid hilly places, she opted to study in far- 
from-flat Bristol), that's where Laura met 
Nat. He lived in the same halls: first 
becoming friends, their relationship 
blossomed into romance and they've now 
been together for 10 years. 

Laura joined CBM, a Christian 
organisation, eight years ago and says she 
soon realised she'd found her niche. 

"When I came here I would have described 
myself as more a Buddhist than anything 
else but, as I've witnessed the strength 
Christianity gives people in the most 
challenging of circumstances, I have grown 
a Christian faith." 

Although Laura accepts she has limits, 
she pushes herself to them: while she 
struggles to walk for more than a couple of 
miles without pain, she cycles to and from 
work every day. 

"I go to so many countries where people 
don't even have the fundamentals of life: 
food, water, shelter. It makes you realise 
how privileged you are. 

"Another thing working for CBM has 
given me is pride: instead of feeling 
ashamed, I actually take pride in my 
disability - I feel proud of who I am."

ELECTIONS for the top 
police post in Suffolk are 
fast approaching.

The PCC will have the ability 
to set local policing priorities as 
well as control staff and budgets 
in 41 areas across the country. 

There are four candidates to 
choose from in Suffolk, Labour 
candidate Jane Basham, 
Independent David Cocks, Bill 
Mountford for the UK 
Independence Party (UKIP) and 
Conservative candidate Tim 
Passmore. 

Jane Basham, former chief 
executive for Ipswich and 
Suffolk Council for Racial 
Equality, is representing the 
Labour party for the £70,000 
job. 

She has promised to fight 
privatisation within the police 
force in her election statement 
and to prioritise the protection 
of vulnerable people, such as 
children, the elderly and 
victims of domestic abuse.

Cocks has lived in Suffolk for 
more than 20 years and 
previously worked at SGR radio 
group and health companies 
Doctors on Call and Take Care 
Now. 

Mr Cocks has pledged to 
retain frontline police officers 
and provide better support 
services for victims.

Former Suffolk County 
Council member Mr Mountford 
will stand for UKIP. 

He has promised to keep 
police on the streets and to 
increase public involvement in 
the force. 

The final candidate is Mr 
Passmore, a self-employed 
agricultural and rural business 
consultant and leader of Mid 
Suffolk District Council. 

Mr Passmere has pledged to

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I see Wilde as a Christ figure

As he swaps Hollywood for 
Cambridge to star in David 
Hare's The Judas Kiss, stage 
and screen favourite Rupert 
Everett tells JENNIFER 
SHELTON why Oscar 
Wilde's 'crucifixion' was a 
turning point for gay men 


S ILVER-TONGUED silver 
screen actor Rupert Everett 
is feeling less than his usual 
charming self: instead of 
donning a hat and tails for his 
latest play or provoking the 
public with a mischievous 
comment, he is ill in bed with a 
cold. 

"I'm on my deathbed" he laments 
down the line. "I hope I make it to 
Cambridge." 

His feigned (well, a bit) melodrama 
carries him for the first few questions, 
giving us each a few chuckles, and I 
congratulate him on his Evening 
Standard nomination for Best Actor, 
which he's just received for his role as 
Oscar Wilde in The Judas Kiss. 

"We've been on tour now for three 
weeks and it's going really well. The 
play, written by David Hare (The Hours, 
The Reader) who's a fabulous writer, is 
in two acts and the first takes place in a 
hotel room in London. It's where he 
loses his first court case and he's about 
to be arrested and tried and convicted 
for gross indecency. None of his friends 
understand why he doesn't leave the 
country while he has the chance. So it's 
David Hare's imaginings of what might 
have taken place in that room. 

"The second act takes place in Naples 


with his monster boyfriend Alfred 
Douglas: it's the night they split up 
forever. It's another one of those things 
people are baffled by, really. Why, when 
he finally got out of prison, did he go 
back to the person who brought him 
down in the first place?" 

What do you think are the answers? 

"I think the reason he didn't run away 
was because he thought 'why should I?' 
Running away would have been less 
noble. Also he felt that he needed to 
face it. I think he wouldn't be the 
person he became had he not been 
imprisoned. He had a Christ fixation in 
a way, and I see him as a Christ figure: 
his tragicity and crucifixion were Christ- 
like. Homosexuality really began to be 
talked about after that. 


"Wilde was one of the great 
punctuation points between the 19th 
and the 20th century. Everything 
changed: Queen Victoria died the same 
year as he did, as did the Victorian era. 

"It makes you feel lucky to live in the 
world that we have now, and give 
thanks to all the trailblazers that carved 
the route. We have a very easy time in a 
way now. It used to be that you'd have 
to do two years' hard labour for being 
gay, which makes you think, 'My God, 
things have really moved on'. But on the 
other hand, in some parts of the world 
the same thing does still happen." 

What would you have done, given 
the choices he had? 

"I would've run away." 

The Judas Kiss opened at the 


Hampstead Theatre this summer, and 
four and five-star reviews have been 
rolling in ever since. 

"David's imagining of these particular 
episodes from Wilde's life is absolutely 
beautiful," says Everett. "It's perfectly 
written and really creates the forcefield 
of Wilde. It's very funny and moving 
and if you are a Wilde fan, as I am, this 
snapshot is brilliant. It's melodramatic 
and it's tragic." 

Everett, of course, is no stranger to 
Wilde, having played Wildean dandies 
in big-screen adaptations of An Ideal 
Husband, with Minnie Driver and Cate 
Blanchett, and The Importance of Being 
Earnest , alongside Colin Firth, in 1999 
and 2002. He's also got his own film 
about the writer in the pipeline. 


"I'm a great fan of his - I've done lots 
of his work. I've done The Importance of 
Being Ernest in French. I've had great 
luck on screen too, and have now 
developed my own film about the last 
two years of his life. So I came to the 
art with a lot of cards in my hand; I 
now how to speak the text and I feel I 
really know him." 

But it seems the Lemsip's wearing off 
as I continue, asking whether he feels 
there are parallels between Wilde and 
himself: 

"No. Wilde's Wilde, I'm me. People 
only exist in the moment they exist." 

What are you finding most enjoyable, 
or most challenging, about the play? 

"That's not an easy question. It's a 
great role, and that's what an actor 
needs." 

Before I leave him to his sickbed, I 
swing back briefly to The Judas Kiss. 
What does he admire so much about 
Wilde as a man and a writer, and what 
does he think audiences will love about 
the play? 

"Oscar Wilde is one of my big heroes, 

I really empathise with him as a gay 
actor. He was like a rock star - he was 
so famous and so loved and then so 
hated and reviled. He shows you just 
how complicated showbusiness is. 

"What I really love is Oscar Wilde the 
character, because we can all relate to 
him. All of us have the side of us which 
is quite wise and intelligent, and then 
another half which throws us over the 
edge like lemmings and he does it in a 
very dramatic way. 

"He's so brilliant, and yet can also be 
an idiot."

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Alan reveals secret garden 


H IS old back garden at 
Barleywood was shared 
with millions of viewers 
every week when he was the 
frontman on BBC Gardeners' 
World - but it's taken 10 years 
for Alan Titchmarsh to finally 
reveal his current garden to 
fans. 

A decade after moving a stone's 
throw from Barleywood to his current 
Hampshire home, a large Georgian 
farmhouse set in four acres, he finally 
feels ready to let the public see how he 
has transformed the garden, through the 
pages of his new book, My Secret 
Garden. 

"It's difficult when you've done a 
garden like this to keep it to yourself," 
Titchmarsh reflects. 

"I didn't want to open it up and have 
the pressure of folk coming in but 
people kept saying, 'do you bother with 
your garden now it's not on the telly?' 
Well, this is proof that I do." 

Years of hard labour have gone into 
achieving his private paradise, which 
features a mass of decorative borders, a 
wildflower meadow, a hornbeam 
avenue and a wildlife pond, and these 
days he just has two people to help him. 

Between them, they also maintain the 
35 acres of meadow and woodland 
which Titchmarsh retained after selling 
Barleywood, which he turned into a 
nature reserve. 

"I'll never let the TV cameras into my 
private garden," he says now.

"I would never go to Alison (his wife) 
and say, 'look, can we just do one 
programme?' because we made the 
decision not to. I'm blissfully happy 
being there on my own with the family." 

It's amazing that he can fit any 
gardening into his hectic work schedule 
of TV presenting and writing. 

"I have to," he shrugs. 

"If I don't go out there and potter 
several times a week, I get ratty. There's 
quite a bit of mowing to do but I like 
the therapy of mowing. 

"When I grew up my mum and dad 
had a tiny back garden up in Yorkshire 
and then when I first got married and 
lived in Berkshire we had a 15ft by 40ft 
strip behind the house. So I know how 
lucky I am in having more space." 

Titchmarsh describes himself as a 
gardener who designs a bit, rather than 
a garden designer. 

"I trained in a parks department and 
the legacy of that is a liking for striped 
lawns and trimmed edges. I do have a 
bit of an obsession with neatness, if I'm 
honest, and that manifests itself in my 
reference for balance and symmetry, 
ut within the order I enjoy a degree of 


chaos too. I think my garden does 
betray a few delusions of grandeur - I 
like urns and finials and other classical 
touches - but I hope the resulting style 
is elegant rather than pretentious." 

The book features different parts of 
his garden through the different seasons 
- from silky white snowdrops, bold 
yellow daffodils, hellebores and majestic 
tulips in spring, to glorious summer 
plantings fringing neatly striped lawn 
areas, swathes of wisteria around the 
house, the formal south terrace with its 
structured topiary, yew lollipops 
peppered with Allium 'Purple 
Sensation', and the garden statues 
which create interest and surprise 
throughout the year. 

"I love May when everything's come 
out. The leaves are all fresh, unsullied 
and unbattered by wind and the first of 
the blossom's coming out." 

He says that 'almost weekly' he thinks 
of cutting down on his TV 
commitments. 

"It may well happen over the next 
two or three years. I've been on telly an 
awful lot. I very much enjoy being at 
home and the reason I don't do big 
travelogue series where I go away for 
two or three months is because I 
couldn't bear to leave the plot. 

"Sitting in my garden, looking out, it 
reassures me that in the great scheme of 
things, life goes on, the seasons are all 
powerful and we, in a way, are 
governed by nature and we should 
respect it and work with it."

C HRISTMAS arrives at 
the Corn Exchange on 
December 1 with a 
special festive concert as part 
of this year’s Cambridge 
Classical Concert Series.

The first half of the 
concert ends with the nativity sequence 
from Handel’s majestic Messiah , with 
the Holst Singers’ ethereal voices 
taking the audience on an unforgettable 
journey, from For unto Us a Child is 
Born to the delightful Pastoral 
Symphony , the rustic charm of There 
Were Shepherds Abiding in the Field, 
Glory to God, and concluding the first 
half with - what else? - the Hallelujah 
Chorus. These musical delights are 
interspersed with a reading from 
Betjeman’s characteristically witty 
poem Christmas. 

The concert’s second half 
encourages the audience to join in with 
some of the world’s best known carols. 


Who could resist getting into the 
festive spirit while singing along to 
Hark, the Herald Angels Sing? 

And Christmas wouldn’t be 
Christmas without a peppering of 
Charles Dickens, and the reading from 
Mrs Cratchit’s Christmas is brimful 
with the sort of quick wit and deft 
characterisation on which Dickens 
made his reputation. In this piece, 
Scrooge, accompanied by the Ghost of 
Christmas Present, visits the home of 
his clerk, Bob Cratchit, to observe the 
Cratchits’ simple Christmas 
celebration. 

From nativity plays at school, many 
of us have strong memories of the 
timeless carol Away in a Manger and, 
in contrast to the earlier reading from 
Mrs Cratchit’s Christmas, the next 
reading is from one of the most poised, 
elegant and resonant poems in the 
English language. 


Anyone who has ever heard T.S. 
Eliot’s Journey of the Magi being read 
out loud will be in no doubt about the 
poem’s emotional impact. From its 
poignant opening line: “A cold coming 
we had of it” through to its mysterious 
ending, it is a poem that will linger in 
the memory long after the tinsel has 
been taken down. 

Music follows in the shape of 
Jonathan Dove’s devotional The Three 
Kings, a justly renowned work which 
was originally commissioned by King’s 
College Cambridge. 

Everyone knows the Twelve days of 
Christmas, but not as rewritten by John 
Julius Norwich in this delightful 
correspondence, which records the 
daily thank-you letters from one 
increasingly bemused young lady to 
her unseen admirer: “My dearest 
darling - that partridge, in that lovely 
little pear tree! What an enchanting, 


romantic, poetic present! Bless you and 
thank you. Your deeply loving Emily”. 

The prolific composer John Rutter 
formed his own choir, The Cambridge 
Singers, to perform many of his pieces. 
One of his most celebrated works is 
The Twelve Days of Christmas, a 
devotional counterbalance to Julius 
Norwich’s whimsical version and here 
performed with gusto by the Holst 
Singers. 

The evening concludes with a 
rousing rendition of O Come All Ye 
Faithful, in which the audience is 
warmly invited to take part.

A CAMBRIDGE firm has 
developed the ability 
to build dynamic 
charging roads to power 
electric cars without the 
need for the expensive and 
weighty battery devices that 
have been slowing down 
electric car sales to date, 
writes Mike Scialom. 

Science Park-based Ampium is 
currently in the process of 
bidding for millions of pounds of 
EU finance which will give the 
firm's revolutionary roads 
blueprint the go-ahead. 

"Right from the outset we 
wanted to design a system that 
didn't need a battery," explains 
Am pi urn's ceo and director 
Andrew Howe. "We're looking 
to power cars with electricity 
taken from the road." 

In 2011 Ampium developed 
its system of induction, whereby 
20kW of power - "enough to 


enable a car to cruise at 60- 
70mph" - is transferred "across 
a reasonable gap". 

"We made the prototype road 
coil using a Toyota Prius in the 
Science Park," adds Howe. 

"There are already wires in 
the road for presence 
detection," Howe adds of the 
huge infrastructure required to 
implement dynamic charging in 
the UK, "for instance near traffic 
lights, and contractors are 
already doing this (putting wires 
into tarmac)." 

Howe believes that future car 
designs for vehicle operating 
using dynamic charging will be 
similar to the Nissan Leaf. The 
business model would be 
"based on selling energy" rather 
than selling cars. Howe 
estimates that if all the UK's cars 
were converted to dynamic 
charging "it would add 50 per 
cent to the UK's total electricity 
energy consumption". 

Howe adds that the develop¬ 


ment comes just as the electric 
car era is stalling, with Toyota 
cutting production of its iQ plug¬ 
in to just 100 units, and "a 
company that may be called Fiat 
will soon declare a general 
interest in dynamic charging". 
But the key is the EU's seventh 
framework funding, FP7, which 
is encouraging the development 
of future transport policies. 

"What's happening in Europe 
with these technologies is being 
taken very seriously," concludes 
Howe. "We still remain self- 
funded, and taking us to the 
market will require a certain 
amount of money. Bus routes 
are likely to be the first port of 
call." 

A spokesperson for Fiat said: 
"We do not discuss future plans 
or products and therefore have 
no comment to make at this 
time."

In this popular category the 
choice is ever-expanding, and now, 
at a time of the year when all other 
cars are experiencing accelerated 
rates of depreciation, 4X4s are not 
suffering because of the rising 
seasonal demand. 

Glass's has compiled the top 10 
4X4s which have held on to the 
most of their value in the past three 
years. This is useful as a guide for 
those buying new because it's a 
clear indication of which models 
hold on to value best. 

It is also a useful indicator to used 
car buyers because these are the 
models that are enjoying a very 
healthy demand and it is likely that 
they will not depreciate too quickly 
in the coming years.

The Toyota Land Cruiser has 
been, for over a year, not only top 
of the 4X4 residual values list but 
top of the list for residual values for 
any category. So it is big news that 
Audi has finally knocked the Land 
Cruiser off its perch. 

One of the key reasons for the 
Land Cruiser's success - its slightly 
larger derivative the Amazon comes 
in at number four on the list - is 
that used examples have always 
been in limited supply and it has an 
unrivalled reputation as a bullet¬ 
proof workhorse. 

Audi's Q5 benefits from being 
fairly new in its life cycle - it was 
released in 2008 - so three-year-old 
examples haven't been on the 
market for all that long. It also has a 
strong 'new car feel' due to it being 
the first generation of Q5. The Q7 - 
a slightly larger model from the 
same line - also makes the list as 


the only petrol car to make the top 
ten. 

Skoda is producing excellent, 
reliable cars and the results of this 
are clear, with the quirky Yeti now 
taking its place alongside the likes of 
Land Rover (in the RV stakes at 
least!). 

Land Rover does well this year, 
with solid fifth and sixth places for 
the Range Rover Sport and the 
Discovery 4. Very little out there is 
as capable in the 'rough stuff' as the 
Disco, and the Range Rover Sport is 
proving popular with Land Rover 
fans who venture off-road less often 
and are seeking a sportier image. 
Expect to see the Evoque in this list 
once three-year-old examples 
become available. 

The VW Tiguan is well-built and 
as reliable as you would expect 
from VW - the Tiguan is proving to 
be one of the most popular small 
4X4s out there. 

Often referred to as a 'Chelsea 
Tractor' due to its popularity if this 
part of London and the fact it rarely 
ventures off-road, the Porsche 
Cayenne was looked at dismissively 


by some upon release. 

However over eight years later, 
demand has demonstrated that it's 
not just those who live in the 
countryside who want a 4X4. The 
Porsche has remained a popular 
choice at the luxury end of the 4X4 
market and the smaller diesel 
engines are proving to be the best 
bet in terms of residual value. 

Perhaps more of a 1 Series on 
stilts than a proper 4X4, the brand 
image of BMW ensures that the XI 
holds onto its value well. The XI 
was only launched three years ago, 
so like the Q5 is really benefitting 
from being early in its life cycle and 
retaining that 'newer car' image. 

Adrian Rushmore, Glass's 
managing editor, says on the range: 
"The list shows clearly that the 
smaller engine variants retain the 
most of their value - this is down to 
two factors; they cost less new and 
smaller engines are in keener 
demand amongst the public. 

"Diesels are, in almost all cases, 
holding on to their value better as 
we have grown to expect."

NEWLY-CROWNED champion trainer John Gosden 
admits defending his title next season will not be a 
straightforward task. 

The Clarehaven handler (pictured) finally landed the prize for 
the first time in his career after the curtain came down on the 
2012 campaign at Doncaster on Saturday, beating Aidan 
O’Brien by a little over £160,000. 

However, with some of his stable stars moving on, Gosden 
acknowledges he now needs to rebuild his team for next year. 
“We’re perfectly realistic about the fact that, of the six 
individual Group One winners, four of them are retiring, so we 
know we have to build up again,” he said. 

“But that’s the great thing about our business - young horses 
come in and it’s like a process of regeneration. Just like a 
young squad to a football manager and a youth team. 

“In 1997 I think I came pretty close to winning it (trainer’s 
title), so it gives you a sense of satisfaction and fulfilment, 
but it also makes you hungry to get on with it in the next 
year or two.” 

The trainer has praised everyone in his Newmarket 
team after the triumph, including hugely-talented stable 
jockey William Buick. 

Gosden said: “We’ve had some wonderful wins and won 
some super races in the last five or six years, but this year, 
with Aidan, it was tough. 

“He won the first four Classics and was only just beaten in the 
fifth, but fortunately we had a strong team of horses and they 
stayed healthy and well throughout the year and ran 
consistently right through to the end. 

“We have some fabulous owners who’ve been with us some 
time and we have a good team and good staff here. 

“There’s no sitting back, you work hard throughout the 
season. 

“We have a very fine young jockey in William Buick, who rode 
half of those winners for us. It’s a team effort. 

“In the past I’ve been second, third, fourth and fifth in the title 
(race), so it’s nice to win it. 

“We had a nice party and we’ll have another one at 
Christmas, which we do in proper style every year. 

“From the night watchman to the work riders, 
everyone has put in a lot of work.”
